Near Queen Charlotte Base 


SANDSPIT, B.C., Jan. 19 
low tide today—about noon 
plane which crashed offshore 
were rescued. 

The radio operator at this air 
field in the Queen Charlotte Is 
lands, 486 miies northwest of Van 
covver, said: 

“Tt is the consensus that 
bodies of the others are in 
submerged fuselage.” 

The wreckage rests on a sand 
bar three-quarters of a mile from 
Sandspit in about 15 feet of 
water. 

The Northwest Airlines DC-4 
en route from Tokyo to McChord 
Field, Wash., carried 40 military 
passengers and a crew of three 

The four - engined aircraft 
splashed into the sea at 1.38 a.m 
while trying for a landing. at 
Sandspit. “The “plane -hit~-three- 
quarters of a mile offshore 
Screams for help were heard at 
3.34 a.m. and small boats sped to 
the rescue 

They found the seven survivors 
clinging to the broken wreckage 
of the plane. 

Dr. G. E. Singer of Queen Char- 
Jotte City, 11 miles from Sandspit 
was the first medical man to 
reach the survivors. He was ac 
companied by two nurses.

It carried a droppable 
lifeboat and heavy blankets and 
rations 

Small boats converged on the 
scene, led by the tug Labouchere 
looking for other possible sur 
vivors

The U.S. Coast Guard at Se 
attle the plane floated for 
a while but later sank. leaving 
only one wing and tail section in 
sight. 

NO COMMUNICATIONS 

All telephone communications 
with Sandspit were knocked out 
by a storm two weeks ago and 
still have not be@n restored 

A Coast Guard plane was also 
en route to the Scene from .An 
nette Island in southern Alaska. 

An RCAF. spokesman ex- 
plained that with one engine cut 
the plane probably would not 
have enough power to make an 
other try for the field and that 
when the crew saw that they 
would fall short there was no; 
alternative but to belly-land the 
aircraft in the water. 

“You just get one chance,” he 
said. “If vou.don't make it on 
the first try, don't get an 
other chance to go around again 
and make another stab at it.” 

Northwest Airlines said all 
personnel aboard the four-en- 
gined DCA were outfitted with 
“Mae Wests”—lifejackets and 
that the plane also carried two 
20-man life rafts and one 10-man 
raft. 

The Coast Guard said it was 
advised all seven survivors were 
rescued by one man in a row-) 
Yoat.

South Africa, which returned to

The story of the clinic and its 
objects will be told at a public 
meeting to be held Wednesday 
at 8 at the Empress Hote] under 
sponsorship of the B.C. Cancer 
Foundation. 

The meeting will also mark the 
expansion of the Victoria Cancer 
Clinic from simply a diagnostic 
centre to one that can both diag- 
nose and treat cancer 


MURPHY LEADER 

Heading up the five-man team 
of experts is Dr. H. H. Murphy, 
chairman of the clinic's executive + 
committee, and radiologist at the 
Royal Jubilee Hospital for 20 
years until his retirement. 

Present head of the department 
is Dr. D. M. Edmison, who trained 
at the University of Manitoba, 
was later on the teaching staff, 
and spent three years as radiol 
ogist-to No. 5 Canadian General 
Hospital overseas. 

Associated with him at the 
hospital are Dr. Norman S. Lock- 
yer and Dr. Colin Ibbotson, radiol- 
ogist, and Dr. Ross G. McNeely, 
pathologist 

Dr. Lockyer’s training from 
the start has been directed 
against cancer. Following gradu- 
ation from St. Bartholomew's, 
London, and six years in the 
Roya] Navy, he took special train 
ing at the Royal Cancer Hospital, 
Lendon, and another three years 
at the Exeter cancer centre. 

Dr. Ibbotson was graduated 
from the University of Liverpool 
and interned at the Royal Infirm 
ary in Liverpool. He then spent 
five and one-half years.in the 
Indian Medical Service, concen 
trating on diagnostic radiology 
in the last two years, then stud- 
led and practised at Wilmington, 
Del., Philadelphia, and Toronto 
beforé coming to Victoria six 
months ago.

Two-Party Trek 
Was Stony Road 


British Columbia's coalition 
of Liberals and Conservatives, 
which came to a spectacular end 
Friday, had just over 10 years of 
life. 

The first Coalition was formed 
in December, 1941, after a gen 
eral election in which T. D. Pat- 
tullo’s Liberal party lost its ma- 
jority {gllowing a seven-year rule 

But Pattulie got 20 seats, the 
largest group in the House. Con- 
servatives had 12 and'‘C.C.F. 14. 

Pattullo never liked the coali- 
tion idea and refused to play with 
the suggestion. He planned to 
carry on a minority government, 
but the Liberal party forced him 
out of the leadership and named 


John Hart with a mandate to 
form a coalition 

Hart then teamed up with the 
late R.L. “Pat” Maitland to form 
the first coalition. It carried on 
for the war years 

In 1945 the Hart-Maitland gov- 
ernment went to the country as 
a team, running only one candi- 
date in each riding, chosen to 
represent coalition under a spe- 
cial political formula 

Their main theme was that 
B.C. did not want a socialist gov- 
ernment elected on a minority 
vote which might have happened 
in a three-way split- In the re- 
sult the C.C.F. was cut down to 
10 seats and the coalition boomed 
in with 37. 


Anscomb Heir To Leadership 


Early in 1946 “Pat” Maitland 
died and Herbert Anscomb be 
came Conservative leader. He 
had held the public works port 
folio, but then moved up to the 
important finance job 

Meanwhile Byron Johnson, who 
had had a spell in the house rep 
resenting Victoria from 1934 to 
1937; came back into politics by 
way of a New Westminster by- 
election in 1945 

That set the stage for the for- 
mation of the “second” Coalition. 
In the fall of 1947 Hart retired 
for health reasons and a Liberal 
party convention picked Johnson 
as leader, and automatically gave 
him the premiership as head of 
the largest House group. 

Johnson made‘a deal with Ans 
comb in the dying days of 1947 
and they formed the new govern 
ment. Within 60 days the new 
regime was soundly endorsed at 
by-elections in Saanich and Cari 
boo. It lost one in Rossland- 


Trail later-in the year, but at a 
general election in 1949 got a 
thumpigg mandate of 40 seats out 
of 48. 

The C.C.F. was reduced to a 
corporal’s guard of seven mem- 
bers 

But it wasn’t long after the 
election before rank and file of 
both parties became restive for 
a return to the old party lines. 
They figured the C.C.F. socialist 
threat had pretty well disap- 
peared Conditions -were~ pros- 
perous and they thought the need 
for Coaliton had gone. 

Anscomb got info trouble with 
his party first. His leadership 
was challenged by W. A. C. Ben- 
nett of Kelowna. He repelled the 
threat at a stormy convention, 
but the sniping continued until 
last spring's session, when Ben- 
nett and Mrs. Tillie Rolston of 
Point Grey deserted him and 
walked across the floor of the 
Legislature. 


Liberals Kicked Over Traces 


The Liberals, too, were kicking 
over the traces, particularly the

The council's New Year's reso 
lution. ..says:..“"1_..will. not... waste 
food, fuel or lighting or any 
other article or service used in 
my home. I will buy nothing that 
I do not need nor more than I 
require.” 

(Therefore that pointing finger 
means that you had best think 
twice before stocking up with 
half a dozen. new dresses at the 
January sales.) Réemember—buy 
only what you need. 

The council urges everyone to 
be thrifty with power. Lights 7 
should be kept burning only in 
the room or rooms actually oc 
cupied. Fill a kettle—don’t turn 
on the hot-water heater—when a 
small amount of water is needed. 

When using the oven of the 
electric stove, plan fo bake as 
much as possible and avoid using 
the top burners as well. 

If the house is heated by coal, 
furnace and pipes should be 
cleaned once a month by throw 
ing half a cup of powdered zinc 
on the fire when it is red hot. 
Be sure to open all drafts before 
doing this. 

In cooking vegetables don't 
forget advice from the nutrition 
division of the health depart- 
ment—cooking water should be 
saved for soups and gravies be- 
cause {it contains valuable vita- 
mins and minerals. 

Serve vegetables -immediately 
they are cooked, as they lose 
much of their vitamin content if 
left standing. 


INEXPENSIVE SOUP 
Beef shank soup is easy to 
make and doesn’t cut too deeply 
into the food budget. 
Ingredients: Three pounds beef 


shank; 2% quarts water; two tea- 


spoons salt. 

Let bone soak 30 minutes 
before cooking.

Seek Wage Increases 


Painters and glassworkers in 
Victoria, belonging to Local 1163
